Model Passenger Cars, Light-Duty Trucks, and Medium-Duty Vehicles."

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That the listed vehicle models also comply with the
"Malfunction and Diagnostic System Requirements--1994 and Subsequent Model-Year
Passenger Cars, Light-Duty Trucks, and Medium-Duty Vehicles and Engines" (Title 13,
California Code of Regulations, Section 1968.1.)
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That the 50° Fahrenheit testing requirement for the listed
vehicle models has been met based on the compliance plan submitted by the manufacturer

in lieu of actual testing.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That for the listed vehicle models, the manufacturer has
attested to compliance with the following California emission regulations and requirements.
Vehicles certified under this Executive Order shall conform to all applicable California ©
emission regulations and requirements.
